Konrad Henlein, fugitive leader of Czeehoslovakla’s outlawed 
Siideten-Cerman party, annotineed a drastic move today In the Czecho- 
slovak-Sudeten German crisis which statesmen struggled to hold In 
cheek. 

Henlein, In a proclamation apparently Issued with the approval 
of Adolf Hitler, announced that his followers were assuming "emerg¬ 
ency rights which nations have taken at all times by taking to arms 
and organizing a ’.Sudeten free corps’." 

Since the corps would be organized among Sudeten-German ref¬ 
ugees now in Germany, It was obvious that Hitler had approved the 
step. Whereabouts of Henlein,< 
sought by Czechoslovak authori¬ 
ties on a charge of treason, was 
unknown. The proclamation was 
date-lined Asch, Czechoslovakia. 

In London the British cabinet 
heard Prime Minister Chamberlain 
outline Hitler’s peace terms In two 
.sessions lasting a total of five 
hours. The ministers will meet 
again tomorrow to confer with 
French Premier Daladler and For¬ 
eign .Secretary Bonnet,

Hitler's own mouthpiece stressed 
suggestions for a plebeselte, and 
declared “the time is ripe” for 
i’resldent Eduard Henes of Czech¬ 
oslovakia ‘'to make his exit from 
the European stage Just ns his 
state must be scratched off the 
Eiirojiean map.”

He favored a union jun¬ 
ior college for South Orange coun¬ 
ty on the grounds that each mem¬ 
ber district sending students to 
the college would be sharing in 
the cost of construction and op¬ 
eration. He declared Santa Ana 
taxpayers must stand the cost of 
the proposed new plant and its 
operation, with students from 
other sections of the county at¬ 
tending here without cost. 
DISTRICTS FAY $41,412 

Auditor Harold Yost of the 
board of education said in reply 
that the state pays the college 
$90 a year for each student at¬ 
tending, with the district from 
which the student comes paying 
the balance of the cost plus $65 
for use of buildings and grounds 
by that student. 

Yost said various county dis¬ 
tricts are paying $41,412 for last 
year’s education of their youths 
at Santa Ana Junior college. 

Superintendent of Schools Frank 
A. Henderson also spoke and an¬ 
swered questions. He pointed out 
that the district could easily af¬ 
ford to vote the bonds.

Man Hunter 

By night or by day, by land or 
by aea, the Pish and Game Com- 
nissioner is there. Maybe he’s 
tramping along a mountain 
stream, patrolling rough mountain 
country at mid-night, inspecting 
fish hatcheries, or fishing on a 
live-bait boat. His job is hunting 

_not for deer or game—but for 

hunters and fishermen who violate 
the state law.^ ^ ^ 

In Orange county the man who 
has the job of enforcing the provi¬ 
sions of the state fish and game 
code is Walter Emerick, whose 
headquarters are at the state for¬ 
estry service office in Orange. 
(But you probably won’t find him 
in his office.)^ ^ ^ 

Emerick has been working in 
forests and wild country for more 
than 30 years. He was a federal 
forest ranger for 18 years, before 
joining the state fish and game 
division in 1923 in Ventura county. 
While commissioner there, he or¬ 
ganised the first rural fire de¬ 
partment in the^UnUed States. 

Since 1923, Emerick has been 
with the fish and game division 
on jobs all over Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. He doesn’t stay too long 
in one place, is shifted from time 
to time. Emerick and his family 
moved four times during the past 
year. . , , 

Currently, he’s covering all of 
Orange county and fringes of San 
Bernardino, Riverside, and San 
Diego counties by himself. He’s 
never at the same place at the 
same hour, is on the job some¬ 
times night and day. 

• * W 

There are 40 such commission¬ 
ers working throughout Southern 
California keeping an eye peeled 
for hunters exceeding their limits 
or fishermen making illegal 
catches. Emerick says commis¬ 
sioners have on the average of 
2000 square miles eauih to patrol, 
drive from 2000 to 3000 miles per 
month, walk uncounted miles over 
rough country^ ^ ^ 

How do they do it? No warden 
can be everywhere at once, but he 
knows where the "hot spots” are 
located, where hunting or fishing 
is good and where violations are 
likely to oecur. He manages to 
make the round pretty thoroughly 
in his territory. When special 
hunting seasons come along, com¬ 
missioners are concentrated in 
favorite hunting areas. 

• • • 

The fish and game commis¬ 
sioner, or warden, has the author¬ 

ity of a police officer, can issue a 
citation similar to a traffic ticket, 
or make arrests on the spot. De¬ 
fendants are brought to the jii.s- 
tice court in the district where 
the violation occurs. 

• « ■ 

Arrests are few, Emerick says. 
Efficiency is not judged on the 
number of arrest.s, but on how 
thoroughly a territory is patrolled 

to prevent violations. 

• • * 

About 25 per cent of the viola¬ 
tors are caught "red handed” by 
the wardens. The other arrests 
are made on tips from ranchers 
whose property is being tres¬ 
passed, from other hunters, from 
a hundred different informants, 

* >t> * 

’The state fish and game men 
work in close cooperation with the 
state forestry service. United 
States forestry service, sheriff’s 
office, and police officers. Some 
tips come from these sources. 

• • • 

Most effective medium of pre¬ 
venting violations of the fish and 
game code, Emerick believes, is 
education. When sportsmen are 
Informed that such violations en¬ 
danger the supply of fish and 
game, they are certain to be less 
careless, more thoughtful. 

• s s 

Such education, as carried out 

through Izaak Walton leagues and 
other sportsmen groups, he says, 
is even more Important than ac¬ 
tual patrolling. ^ ^ 

Reaction of a fisherman or 

hunter when "caught with the 
goods” is like that of a motorist 
who has been caught exceeding 
the speed limit. Nearly all are 
embarrassed, only about one out 
of 500 gets tough and refuses to 
:eoperate. 

* « « 

Some go to great lengths to 
hide their booty. TTiey’ve been 
known to hide slain doves in the 
hub-caps of automobiles. It’s 
easier to avoid detection with 
fowl; you can’t stick a deer in a 
hub-cap. But the fish and game 
men know all the answers, emy- 
way. 

• • • 

Chief violation in bird hunting, 

Emhrlck finds, is exceeding the 

Umlt, with the same true of fish¬ 
ing. In deer hunting, most com¬ 
mon violation is shooting illegal 
deer—doe, fawn, or spike deer— 
or shooting the deer out of sea- 
ion. Emerick estimates about 25 
per cent of violators are caught. 

Some hunters have found that 
wardens don’t always appear in 
uniform. ’They have a habit of 
hunting in a popular spot, min- 
gUng with other hunters, and 
eat(£lng up with unsuspecting 
violators.

’The division of the fish and 
game is divided into the land pa- 
tfol and the marine patrol, with 
commissioners from either group 
having authority to go into the 
Other territory.

’The marine patrol has charge 
of the state hatcheries established 
and maintained by the state fish 
and game commission and patrols 
the shorelines.

ANIMALS GOES 


The proposal that a series of 
animal shelters be provided in Or¬ 
ange county, and operated on a 
cooperative basis by the county 
and its several cities, was pushed 
today following conferences be¬ 
tween interested officials and an¬ 
other survey of need. 

The matter is expected to be 
laid before the board of super¬ 
visors next Tuesday for final de¬ 
cision, providing all necessary data 
is at hand by then. 

William R. Everett, state hu¬ 
mane officer who now has juris¬ 
diction of Orange county, having 
been transferred here from Glen¬ 
dale would be in general charge of 
the pounds if established. 

They would operate through the 
health department, inasmuch as 
Dr. K. H. Sutherland, health offi¬ 
cer. has insisted many times that 
the regulation of strr.y dogs is a 
health problem. 

His survey is that there are 
14,000 degs in the county, a ma¬ 
jority of them of established own¬ 
ership but many constantly roam¬ 
ing. To control this roaming 
population of dogs, and provide a 
closer check on possible rabies 
outbreaks or to prevent such con¬ 
ditions, the health department 
would have at least titular charge 
of the shelters. 

Some time, ago, the Orange 
county humane society propo.sed 
the idea of county-wide shelters, 
on the cooperative maintenance 
basis. The idea did not bear fruit. 
Later, the society was reorganized, 
with Mrs. A. P. Nelson becoming 
president to succeed Charle.s D. 
Ocain, who served for eight years.

CALHOUN GOES 
BERSERK IN 
JAIL AGAIN 

Berserk in his county jail cell 
again, Charley Calhoun 28, Okla¬ 
homa ex-convict charged with 
murder following fatal shooting of 
his stepfather, Clyde Dillinger, 30, 
at Midway City last June 26, is 
reported today in a serious con¬ 
dition. 

His trial was continued again— 
this time to Oct. 24. It was to 
have been the latter part of this 
month, but condition of his health 
prevented tha case getting to trial 
on original schedule. 

Calhoun, who surrendered him¬ 
self to Huntington Beach police 
after Dillinger was shot in the 
back while playing in the yard of 
a Midway City home where Cal¬ 
houn was staying, already has 
pleaded not guilty. He also had 
entered a plea of not guilty by 
reason of insanity, but a subse¬ 
quent examination by several psy¬ 
chiatrists, and reported to the 
court, held tha': he was and is 
sane. Calhoun then withdrew his 
not guilty by rea.son of insanity 
plea and will stand trial before a 
jury on the one plea only. 

The man previously has gon« 
berserk in his cell, and was re¬ 
moved to the county hospital for 
treatment and observation at least 
three times. 

At first he was seized with a 
form of epileptic fit, although the 
medical diagnosis was that it was 
exti-eme nervousness. He has been 
afflicted with the same ailment 
again, it was learned. 

Calhoun has bitten himself, until 
he bled and beat himself until he 
was injured. 

His defense counsel, attorney 
Nick Meyer of Santa Ana, has in¬ 
dicated that he will plead the “un¬ 
written law,” since Calhoun’s as- 
•serted confession to the shooting 
was that he was incensed at re¬ 
peated “abu.ses’’ of himself and 
his family at Dillinger’s hands. 
He met Dillinger in an Oklahoma 
state prison ceil. Dillinger later 
married Calhoun’s mother, Mra 
Cora Dillinger, 49 years of age,

Eyston hopes, members of his 
crew said, to boost his mile record 
so extremely high—“somewhere 
beyond 360’’—that it will be almost 
untouchable for at least a year. 

'Two prime motives foster this 
ambition, one informant said. 

“irstly, Eyston wants to be free 
next year to concentrate on en¬ 
durance runs. He wants to be king 
of all high speed, from the mile 
run to the 48-hour mark. 

“Then, too, the ’Thunderbolt is to 
go on exhibition at San Francisco’s 
world fair next year, and Eyston’s 
contract will be good only if it’s 
still the 'world’s fastest car.’ ” 

Eyston has spent the summer 
here in a speed duel with John 
Cobb, a fellow Briton. He raised 
his own 1937 record of 311.42 m. 
p. h. to 345.49 only to have Cobb 
establish a mark of 350.2 m. p. h 
just 24 hours before the 357.5 rec 
ord was set yesterday. 

Cobb, abandoning further quest 
for the record, planned to leave 
at once for New York from where 
he will sail Wednesday for Eng 
land.

Just about the time the Na¬ 
tional league’s goings-on have ev¬ 
erybody ready for a quiet padded 
cell somewhere, those New York 
Yankees step forward today to 
save the day.

GRID CHANGES AID OFFENSE 

More Passes Are Predicted 


LOS ANGELES.—Two changes 
in playing regulations, both de¬ 
signed to aid the offense, wili 
be introduced in the coming foot¬ 
ball season, according to Willis 
O. (Bill) Hunter, representative of 
the Pacific coast and the National 
Rules committee and director of 
athletics at the University of 
Southern California. 

Suggesting that with the open¬ 
ing of the season, it might be 
well for fans to become familiar 
with the revisions for 1938, 
Hunter pointed out today that the 
rules changes are as follows: 

(1) Only fourth-down passes 
back of the goal line will be ruled 
touchbacks. 

(2) When the ball goes out of 
bounds between the goal lines or 
becomes dead within 15 yards of 
the side line, it shall be put in 
play at a spot 15 yards from that 
side line, instead of 10 yards as 
heretofore. 

In enlarging upon the first 
change, Mr. Hunter predicted that 
it would be a considerable aid to 
the offensive team, as the quarter¬ 
back may now use his full re¬ 
pertoire of plays near the goal 
line. Four straight passes may 
now be thrown into the end zone, 
with only the fourth toss being 
ruled a touchback. 

The second change gives the 
offense team more room in which 
to maneuver by starting the ball 
in play 15 yards from the side¬ 
lines instead of ten. 

“With the opening up of foot¬ 
ball and the development of for¬ 
ward lateral passing to a greater 
extent each year, the rules com¬ 
mittee thought it practicable to 
widen the field of play and took 
this means of providing more el¬ 


bow room,” Hunter explained. 
“Because teams now will have 
more space for their short side 
attack when near the sidelines, I 
think we can look for greater 
versatility of offense under these 
conditions in the future.” 

Veteran of nine years service 
on the rules committee, Hunter 
believes that football has been de¬ 
veloped and perfected to the point 
where few chang;»s have been nec¬ 
essary in recent years. The com¬ 
mittee’s main purposes are to 
make football Eis safe as possible 
for a game that is essentially of 
a rough-and-tumble nature, to 
keep it thrilling for players and 
spectators and to clarify the reg¬ 
ulations for participants, officials 
and fans, he said. 

"I’d like to remind the fans who 
love the game that they can help 
us keep it on a high plane by 
their attitude toward it,” Himter 
declared. "Officials are chosen for 
football games either by mutual 
consent or by non-partisan com¬ 
missioners, and when play is nullj- 
fled by a rule ■violation we should 
all refrain from blaming the offi¬ 
cials and remember that they are 
only honestly calling what they 
see. 

“Players, coaches and the vast 
majority of fans usually SLre sport¬ 
ing about accepting rulings 
against them, but sometimes a 
small noisy minority can spoil a 
game through poor sportsmanship. 
The rules committee is doing its 
best to keep the regulations clear 
and for the best interests of play¬ 
ers and fans. We appreciate the 
cooperation of all in seeing that 
the highest tenets of sportsman¬ 
ship prevail when the rules are 
enforced.”

Drake had lost his fortune by 
backing an unsuccessful expedi¬ 
tion of Sir John Hawkins against 
the Spaniards in 1567, and lie de¬ 
cided that Spain should be taug.il 
a lesson. 

In 1572 he began a private war 


against that country, sailing with 
three ships and 73 men to the 
Isthmus of Panama, where he cap¬ 
tured two complete Spanish towms 
and considerable treasure. 

In 1577 he fitted out a small 
squadron of five vessels and start¬ 
ed on his famous 'round-the-world 
voyage.

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Out-Of-State Students 

Not infrequently the opponent of a proposition is 
forced by the weakness of his argument, to attempt to 
divert discussion to some issue not even remotely related 
to the quesiion at hand. 

Such is the case in the current junior college dis¬ 
cussion. 

The Register s reactionary viewpoint is such that it 
comes by its opposition to education sincerely, but is hard 
pressed for argpiments. Therefore, it created the theory 
that out-of-state students are an expense to the taxpay¬ 
ers. 

Alex Brownndge, Plump-ier Bruns, and George Dunton 
have answered that contention effiiuently with this brief 
statement: 

Last year the average daily attendance of the 91 out-of- 
state students was 65. These were scattered among 196 
classes. Until the increase in these students causes the 
starting of extra classes there is only a nominal increased 
cost per class conducted. Six extra classes were required 
to care for them exclusively, teaching and other cost of which 
was less than $4000. To offset this, $5850 was received 
from the state for their education. 36 of these students lived 
with their relatives here: One with a cousin, 18 with aunt or 
uncle, 13 with brother or sister, and 4 with grandparents. A 
survey made last year indicated that each out-of-state stu¬ 
dent spent on an average of $30.00 a month in Santa Ana for 
food, clothing, shelter, books, amusement, etc., or about 
$25,000 for the year. 

Add, we might add, the state law provides: 

1. Sch )ol doors must be kept open to all eligible to 
attend. 

2. Out-of-state students cannot be charged tuition. 

• « • 

The Register has been raising a smokescreen about 
the out-of-state students, and that’s not the issue at all. 

We are not voting next Friday on whether we want 
boys and girls to come here for education. 

We are going to vote on the proposition of building 
a junior college in keeping with our importance as a city.

Builders for Death 

Thousands of years before our so-called Christian era 
Khufu ruled over Egypt. Khi.fu, king of Upper and Lower 
Egypt, son of Osiris, at who.se word the Nile rose and fell. 

Khufu was obsessed with the subject of death. He 
determined to devote hi.s life and his nation to buildioi^ 







The Three Pyramids of Egypt, with temples and ap¬ 
proaches, as they originally appeared. 

such a tomb as the world had never seen and would never 
see again, to house his body for eternity. 

So, taking as models two pyramids erected by pre¬ 
vious pharaohs, he started his nation to working on the 
Great Pyramid. 

It became the world’s largest piece of masonry, and 
remained such for nearly 6000 j'ears. {Coulee dam today 
surpasses it in bulk.) 

For 20 years, as Khufu s.at on his throne and dreamed 
of death, more than 100,000 slaves toiled in the building 
of the pyramid. 

In addi' ion, the nation’s skilled labor spent its time in 
making jeweled furniture, golden chalices, figurines set 
in turquoise and amethyst with which the tomb was to 
be filled so that Khufu .should have wealth and slaves 
when he reached the Land of the Dead. 

Khufu bankrupted Egypt. Crops and land fell idle as 
each man made his contribution to the devouring pyramid 
which ever cried for more men. 

For generations after Khufu’s time the country was 
Impoverished, and in those days the people, instead of 
praising Khufu as he slept in his tomb, cursed his memory 
as they saw his monument of folly pointing its finger in 
the skies. 

And ever since historian after historian has wondered, 
“How could a man spend his life, and his people’s wealth, 
working for death? 

• • • • 

Until time has gone by, it is hard to see any event or 
age from the historical standpoint. 

But perhaps, in some more enlightened age, historians 
will write ct our today: 

“And in the Europe of that time arose men called dic¬ 
tators. Although ruling in countries where once there had 
been laughter and music and love, these dictators kept the 
thought of death ever in mind. 

“One would say, T have a million men ready to kill 
and be killed.’ 

“Another would declare, T am prepared to rain death 
from the skies upon cities, killing women and children.’ 

“It is hard to understand how, in a world of life, these 
dictators of those daj'S could dwell ever in the presence 
of death ...” 

At any rate, if Hitler starts a war, he won’t find 
all the rest of Europe asleep, as in 19H. 


NEW YORK—There are points 
of confusion in the acts and utter¬ 
ances of Hitler and Mussolini. 

Hitler declares a passionate sym¬ 
pathy for the oppressed Sudeten 
minority in Czechoslovakia. He is 
particularly indignant because 
they have been forbidden to sing 
songs of disloyalty to the nation of 
i which they are unwillingly a part. 
He is furious because they were 
forbidden to wear white sox, which 
were the identification mark of a 
seditious society organized by his 
agent, Konrad Henlein. 

But in the territory which Italy 
carved out of Austria at the close 
of the World war, as her price for 
betraying the German Kaiser, 
there are still 250,000 Austrians 
who are captives of a foreign con¬ 
queror and whose human rights 
have been ruthlessly denied. Mus¬ 
solini forbade and suppressed the 
singing of German songs, even in¬ 
nocent folk songs, m the captive 
Tyrol before Czechoslovakia found 
it necessary to put down disorderly 
demonstrations against the govern¬ 
ment in which the singing was not 
an exercise of innocent pleasure, 
but a warlike situation. 

A Close Approach 

Mussolini, literally, even forbade 
the captured Austrians in his con¬ 
quered territory to yodel and they 
also were forbidden to speak their 
native language. Their children 
were compelled to study the Ital¬ 
ian language, signs in the native 
language of the country were re¬ 
moved from the territory and re¬ 
placed by signs in Italian. Only 
three years ago, captive Austrians 
of the race which Hitler described 
as “not created by God to be vic¬ 
timized by a foreign power as a re¬ 
sult of the Versailles reconstruction 
of states,” were literally, physical¬ 
ly, dragged off from their homes, 
impressed into the army of “a jqr- 
sign power,” and sent to Abyssinia. 
It would appear that this was a 
fairly close approach to victimiza¬ 
tion by a foreign power of captives 
as truly German as the Sudetens 
of Czechoslovakia. Czechoslovakia 
has fought no foreign wars and far 
from attempting to victimize the 
Sudetens in any manner, even re¬ 
motely approaching the Italian 
brutality toward the captured Ty¬ 
roleans, has preferred to excuse the 
Sudeten Germans fropn service in 
her armies because the treacher¬ 
ous movements which Hitler pro¬ 
moted among them made them un¬ 
trustworthy. 

Bans White Socks 

Mussolini also forbade his cap¬ 
tive Austrians to wear white socks, 
as a badge of rebellion, and stamp¬ 
ed out efforts to adopt other marks 

iH..ntification on the hats, coat- 
lepels and neckties. He has been 
ioing this for 15 years. 

For many years after the war, 
the Sudetens enjoyed the benefits 
of orderly government in Czecho¬ 
slovakia, while Germany was shak¬ 
en by recurrent disturbances and 
throughout that time the Sudetens 
were glad to be protected from 
conditions in Germany. At no 
time since the end of the war have 
the captives in Italy enjoyed simi¬ 
lar benefits. The Sudetens were 
treated as citizans. Mussolini’s 
Austrians were treated as captives. 
Lately, as a matter of policy, they 
are less firmly opposed but they 
are still denied rights which the 
Sudetens have never lacked. They, 
too, are and always have been, for¬ 
bidden to sing the Horst Wessel 
song and Deutschland Uber Alles 
and, unlike the Sudetens, at this 
moment, they are required to con¬ 
duct their affairs in a language 
foreign to them. The Sudetens 
never were any more German than 
Mussolini’s quarter of a million 
Tyrolean captives. They were sub¬ 
jects of Austria-Hungary before 
the war and it was the same “Ver¬ 
sailles reconstruction of states” 
which placed the Tyroleans within 
the new boundaries of Italy. If a 
few Sudetens have been killed in 
disorders provoked by Hitler 
through Henlein, many more of 
those whom Hitler embraces as 
Mood brothers were shot by 
Mussolini blackshirts, po¬ 
lice and border patrols, as they at¬ 
tempted to affect personally 
anschluss by going over the hiU 
on foot, especially at the time when 
Italy was attempting to gather up 
the more troublesome individuals 
for shipment to a war in Ethiopia, 
more than 3,000 miles away. Others 
perished of exposure and accident 
while in flight. 

Works Both Ways 

Mussolini’s word on the Sudeten 
crisis is that Czechoslovakia must 
give the Sudeten territory to Ger¬ 
many. By the same principle, 
Mussolini then must give back to 
Hitler, as the executor of the de¬ 
ceased state of Austria, the terri¬ 
tory which he received and the 
250,000 Austrians who are now be¬ 
ing “victimized by a foreign power 
as a result of the Versailles recon¬ 
struction of states.” And if he 
doesn’t give them back. Hitler must 
rescue them. In fact, he should 
rescue them first, for these de¬ 
fenseless and forsaken brothers of 
the reich, as he calls all such, real¬ 
ly do know something about bru¬ 
tality and insult.

WASHINGTON.—To the coun¬ 
try at large the official and pri¬ 
vate reports of a steady upturn in 
the building industry is cheering 
news, but it’s a silver cloud with 
a dark lining. 

Behind the sunny economic out¬ 
look is the grim menace of a new, 
fierce labor conflict. 

CIO chiefs are secretly laying 
plans for a militant invasion of 
the building trades—the backbone 
of AFL financial and numerical 
strength. 

The drive was conceived in the 
old military strategy that the best 
defense is an aggressive attack. 
By striking directly at the heart 
of the federation's strength, CIO 
strategists believe they can under¬ 
mine AFL’s dominance and force it 
to come to terms. 

Whether the CIO reasoning is 
sound remains to be seen. But it is 
certain that the battle between the 
two labor factions in the building 
trades will make their previous 
scrapping to date look like a pink 
tea. 

The AFL can’t afford to have a 
powerful industrial union in the 
building industry. Such a rival 
would not only be a body blow to 
the individual craft unions in that 
industry, but also to the whole sys¬ 
tem of craft unionism. It would 
literally mean the beginning of 
the end of the AFL. 

So the federation can be de¬ 
pended upon to resist the CIO in¬ 
vasion of this key stronghold with 
every reaouree at its command. 
And on its part, the CIO is sure 
to throw everything in its arsenal 
into the struggle. 

CIO leaders claim they have 
hundreds of letters from carpent¬ 
ers, plasterers, bricklayers, elec¬ 
tricians, tinners and other build¬ 
ing craftsmen, urging the CIO to 
launch an industrial union in their 
field because the AFL craft im- 
ions are racket-ridden. This charge 
will play a large part in the CIO's 
organizing strategy. Extensive da¬ 
ta are being collected in prepara- 
ttoo for the attack. 

Other InvaafOBB 

The building industry is not 
the only new sphere that the CIO 
generals are eyeing. Also under 
consideration is a plan to move 
in on WPA workers, and anott>er 
to organize ntechanics in the tens 
of thousands of garages that dot 
the country. 

Strong unioas ace ateeady in 
existence among both groups of 
workers. The Workers Alliance, 
headed by David Lasser, claims a 
membership of 400,000 among 
WPA employes, and the AFL ma¬ 
chinists union, headed by swarthy 
Arthur Wharton, a rabid foe of 
the CIO, claims a large enrollment 
of garage men. 

For a while CIO chiefs consid¬ 
ered affiliating with the Workers 
Alliance, but finally discarded this 
plan because Lasser insisted on 
certain conditions which the CIO 
would not meet. Instead they de¬ 
cided to organize a WPA union of 
their own. 

The invasioo of Wharton's do¬ 
main will have many of the ele¬ 
ments of a grudge fight. There 
was bad blood between him and 
John L. Lewis long before the CIO 
was set in motion, and since then 
Wharton has been its most bitter 
enemy within the AFL inner cir-

The meeting of the Califomia 
democratic state committee on 
Sept. 21, to write the party’s plat¬ 
form for the November election 
campaign, promises to be a wild 
and woolly affair. 

Sheridan Downey, who heked 
Senator McAdoo, is demanding a 
plank favoring the “$30 every 
Thunsday” plan on which he rode 
to victory. But the McAdoos. who 
carried the northern half of the 
state, .say “nothing doing” and 
threaten to bolt to Republican 
Governor Merriam if the Downey 
camp has its way. 

While the two factions glare and 
grimace at eacli other, ever.vbody 
is tensely watching Culbert Ol.son, 
the democratic nominee for gov- * 
ernor, to see what ho does atout j 
the issue. So far he ha.s given no | 
indication of his attitude toward i 
the pension scheme. 

His predicament is a tough one. 
If he ducks a declaration he is 
sure to bo accused of straddling, j 
and if he takes a position he stands 
to lose a big bloc of votes whether 
he favors the plan or opposes it. j 

An interesting sidelight of the 
California primary wa.s the fact 
that, with one exception, every , 
.'andidate endorsed by Tom Moon- 
?y, famous labor prisoner, was j 
nominated. The exception was Wil¬ 
liam M. Jones, democratic candi¬ 
date for attorney general.

YOU WEIGH MORE ON 
HOT DAY? 

When you get on a scale on a 
hot day you appear to weigh more 
than you really do, it was explain¬ 
ed to the American Chemical So¬ 
ciety recently. If you really weigh 
150 pounds you wiU appear to | 
gain a quarter ounce in weight on ' 
a hot day as compared with your 
weight on a cool one. 

Rev. Francis W. Power, pro¬ 
fessor of microanalysis at Ford- 
ham university, explained this j 
weight discrepancy in his report 
on the difficulties of micro-weigh¬ 
ing where weights as small as 
1-50,000 of a postage stamp can 
be measured. 

When you weigh yourself on 
a beam balance with sliding brass 
weights, Prof. Power said, both 
you and the weights are buoyed 
up by a bit of the air surrounding 
you both. The buoyant effect of 
a given volume of warm air is less 
than the buoyant effect of an 
equal amount of cold air. 

“To say that the body is buoyed 
up less (in warm air) is the same 
thing as saying that it apparently 
weighs more. And there you are,” 
added the chemist. 

Prof. Power used his example 
to emphasize that in micro-weigh- 
jng it is possible to obtain extreme 
accuracy only when the work is 
carried on in a constant temper¬ 
ature room.

L.A.-S.F. RIVALRY 

There probably never was half 
the antagonism and rivalry be¬ 
tween San Francisco and Los An¬ 
geles that we have been led to be¬ 
lieve. Such rivalry as exists is tak¬ 
ing a good-natured, constructive 
form, thanks largely to the com¬ 
mon interest of Californians, both 
northern and southern, in promot¬ 
ing next year’s Golden Gate In¬ 
ternational Exposition. 

The mere fact the Exposition is 
being held at San Francisco is not 
being allowed to obscure the great¬ 
er fact that southern, as well as 
nortnern, California should profit 
greatly from the enterprise. The 
big fair on Treasure Island, cou¬ 
pled with the first inter-American 
Travel Congress, which will meet 
in San Francisco in April, is not 
only knitting the nations of the 
Americas more closely together, 
but it is banishing a lot of idle 
chatter about the supposedly clash¬ 
ing interests of California’s two 
largest cities. 

Evidence of the co-operative at¬ 
titude of the southern metropolis 
is to be found in a widely-read 
column written daily for the Los 
Angeles Times by Chapin Hall 
under the heading “What Goes 
On?” Mr. Hall is convinced that 
next year’s Exposition is already 
“proving to be the best ’binder’ 
California has had in a long lime.” 

He finds that “Not San Francisco 
but the whole West Coast is in the 
limelight, its advantages cried from 
Edmonton to Santiago, Chile, and 
back again to Des Moines by super¬ 
salesmen. If all roads lead to 
Treasure Island in 1939 they will 
just as surely lead to Los Angeles, 
San Diego, to the national and 
state parks and other California 
wonder spots and the Pacific 
Northwest. 

Devoting his entire column to 
this theme, Mr. Hall points out 
that practically all the 500 dele¬ 
gates appointed to the Inter-Amer¬ 
ican Travel Congress by the Latin 
American governments, railways, 
steamship companies, air lines, 
travel agencies, chambers of com¬ 
merce, national touring clubs, and 
other interests will visit Los An¬ 
geles as well as San Franciso. 

“Of course,” he declares, “Los 
Angeles will co-operate 100 per 
cent with this movement just as all 
of Southern California is 100 per 
cent behind San Francisco’s Expo¬ 
sition.” 

Mr. Hall finds “an almost com¬ 
plete absence of any petty jealous¬ 
ies in this connection and, on the 
contrary, a sincere desire to con¬ 
tribute in every possible way to 
the success of the enterprise.” — 
“Pacificus,” in Christian Science

Science News

Probably most people who watch 
their weight do so because of con¬ 
cern over their figures. Considcr- 
; ation for your heart is a much 
more important reason for being 
scale-conscious. 

I Excess weight gives the heart 
too much work. If you are under¬ 
weight, on the other hand, the 
heart beat and the circulation are 
slowed, your heart .shrinks in size 
and you are more liable to ser¬ 
ious complications following min¬ 
or infections and injuries and you 
are what Is called a poor sur¬ 
gical risk. 

The importance of diet in rela¬ 
tion to the heart was recently 
pointed out by Dr. Louis A. M. 
Krause, of the University of 
Maryland, in an address under the 
auspices of the Baltimore City 
Health department and the Medi¬ 
cal and Chirurgical Faculty of 
Maryland. 

“In the past.” Dr. Krause said, 
“heart and biood-ves.sel disease 
was thought to be due solely to 
the changes caused by germs, or 
by developmental defects. Of late 
we have learned that nutrition is 
a problem of primary importance 
and, in many instances, that im¬ 
proper nourishment results in de¬ 
fective heart action. It may be 
that the faulty nutrition permits 
the entry of some disea.se germs.” 

The average adult’s heart pumps 
about six quarts of blood every 
minute, or 2,000 gallons every day. 
Someone has figured. Dr. Krause 
said, that there are five miles of 
blood vessels in every pound of 
fat. So you can see how much 
extra work you are giving your 
heart with every extra pound of 
surplus weight. 

It Is the fatty foods and the 
sweets that add on the surplus 
weight, it appears, except in cases 
of glandular disorders. An excess 
of vegetables or animal protein 
(meat) apparently never causes 
heart or blood-vessel disease. Too 
much vitamin intake has never 
been foun'd responsible for any 
heart or blood-vessel disease, but 
too little vitamin intake can 
cause serious damage.
